He was arrested by the Trau^- 
vaal government, pleaded guilty to the 
charge of high' treason and was sen- 
tenced to death, the sentence being 
subseQuently commuted to imprison- 
ment, followed by banishment.

colonel served'with great distinction 
in the campaigns of the Soudan and 
on several occasions was mentioned 
for bravery.
